THE L AST SAD R ITES. 
Vaaeral'ServlcM Amr this B«4y of th« 

Cincinnati, March 10.— The fimeral 
services over the remains of the late 
minister to Germany, Hon. Ghiorga H. 
Peudleton, were held in this city Satur- 
day. The services in ChriSb church was 
conducted by the Rev. Dr. Gibson and 
the Rev. Dr. Foi-est, the latter rector of 
Calvary chup'h, Clifton, where Mr. 
Pendleton worHhiiK>d. It was attended 
by the family atui friends only. Mean- 
time one of the must iiii|K>--it)^' miliUiry 
and civic corteges ever seen in Cin( iu- 
nati formed to ewort the remains to 
Music Hall. Notable in the procession 
were all the political clubs of both par- 
ties. The passage of the cortege in the 
streets was marked by reripectful and 
sorrowful interest of great numbers of 
persons who knew tlie decea.sed in life. 

On ai-rival at Music Hall that magnifi- 
cent building was found to be HUed, ex- 
cept the space reserved for thoss in the 
procession. As the casket was borne 
down the middle aisle to a catafalque in 
front of the center of the stage, the lonz 
line of pall-l)earerB separated and faced 
inward, while the audience arose and re- 
n, allied standing. Meanwhile the great 
or;;an soumled a funeral march. The 
hall h.'iil be n licaulifiilly draped with 
National eiiililciiis and the space about 
the cit iu't was decorated witli jialiiis. 

The casket itself w;is most beautifully 
covered with the Nalio:ial colors, 
coxered with calla lilies, with palms 
bound with purple. Conspicuous 
among the flowers was a wreath bearing 
the CJerman colors, placed tiiere by C. 
PoUie, the Cerman consul at Cincinnati, 
in obedience to instructions from Count 
Aroo Valley, the (rerman minister at 
Washington, as a token of love of the 
German people for Mr. Pendleton. 

After praver by Rev. Dr. Forest and 
anantlieni by the choir of Toimg ladies 
of the College of Music, led by Profes- 
sor Foley, t^. ontloo w|9|l ppNtpaiwed 
by Hon. Isaac M. Jordan. After these 
services were ended, the casket was 
placed in the hearse, and followed by 
the family and friends, was borne to 
Spring (irove cemetery, where final inter- 
ment was made. Fully 12,0o0 persons 
were in Music Hall, and many were un- 
atas to And room within.
